Newnan, Ga., October 11.—(Special.) 
Judge Alvan D. Freeman, for many 
years prominent in Georgia political 
circles and one of the most active and 
best known Baptist laymen in the 
south, died here today after an illness 
of about a week, at the age of 75. 

Judge Freeman was a member of the 
Newnan guards, Company A, First 
Georgia regiment, when the war be- 
tween the states broke out.

federate service from Georgia and he

Since 1881 he had been a trustee of 

ercer university and had been large- 
ly identified with the development of 
that institution during the past thirty- 
six years. He was also a trustee of 
the Southern Baptist Theological semi- 
nary at Louisville, Ky., having been

elected to that board in 1892. He took 
an active interest-in the affairs of the 
denomination throughout the south, be- 
ing regularly sent as a delegate from 
Georgia to the Southern Baptist con- 
vention. 

The interest of the deceased was not 
confined to sectarian education, how- 
ever. He was a believer in education 
in its widest sense and was one of the 
original trustees af the Georgia Nor- 
mal and Industrial college, having 
taken a large interest in the inaugura- 
tion of that institution, of which his 
fellow townsman, the late Governor W. 
Y. Atkinson, was the founder. 

Judge Freeman‘was for fifteen years 
judge of the city court of Newnan and 
for a long time referee in bankruptcy 
for the United States court in his divi- 
sion gf the northern district. He took 
an active interest in public affairs 
throughout his long life and numbered 
his friends by the thousands in all parts 
of the state. 

He is survived by his widow and 
four children, namely, Mrs. Annie F. 
Orr, A. H. Freeman and Samuel Free- 
man, of. Newnan, and Mrs. Edwin Ja- 
cobs, of Macon.

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GENERAL A. J. WEST. 

in the death of General A. J. West yes: 
terday morning this city loses another of 
the notable men whose courage, optimism 
and enterprise worked the transformation of 
Atlanta from a heap of ruins half a century 
ago into the metropolis of today—the state 
loses one of its most worthy and honored 
citizens, and the nation an able, courageous 
and forward-lcoking patriot. 

General West had been prominently iden- 
tified with Atlanta’s fortunes from the close 
of the civil war down to the day of his, 
death. 

He came here as a young man after the 
war, in which he had rendered distinguished 
service and achieved a splendid record. But 
his broad Americanism was such that when 
the war was at an end to him it was over, 
and he rendered conspicuous service in 
healing the wounds of the conflict in which 
he had taken so conspicuous a part. 

With such distinction did he perform that 
service that upon several occasions he was 
selected to represent the confederate veter- 
‘ans at Grand Army gatherings, where his 
keynote addresses in behalf of the restora- 
tion of good will and amity between the 
north and the south always met with hearty 
response. 

He was a conspicuous factor at confeder- 
ate army reunions and at national joint re- 
unions of the veterans who had worn the 
blue and those who had worn the gray. A 
few years ago at the greatest of such re- 
unions ever held—that of Gettysburg, which 
was undoubtedly the most notable gathering 
of its kind in the nation’s history—General 
West's prominence as a confederate yeteran, 
and the high esteem in which he As held 
by the union veterans, brought to him the 
distinction of being selected as a member 
of the committee in charge of this historic 
celebration held under thea auspices of the 
federal government. 

Closely idehtified with Atlanta’s progress, 
‘the larger part of General West’s activities 
have been in connection with his real estate 
business, and any record of Atlanta’s devel- 
opment would be incomplete without promt 
nent mention of his name. 

He was a man of fine character, always 
rith full courage of his convictions; and the 
splendid courage with which he performed 
his part during the civil war was only ac- 
centuated throughout his later civilian ac- 
tivities. 

While he was well along in years, he was 
up to the day of his final summons strong 
and active. He was in his office and pur- 
suing his accustomed business activities 
during the last day preceding his death. And 
his passing, which under any circumstances 
would have been a severe blow to the com- 
munity, was even the more shocking be- 
cause of its very unexpectedness. 


WEARING THE ROAD. 


In a letter to The Constitution, T. M. 
Boaz, of Calhoun, Ga., makes a very perti- 
nent suggestion of a simple means by which 
he declares vehiele drivers can materially 
extend the “life” of a highway. It is simply 
the avoidance of the other fellow’s tracks, 
thus to distribute the wear on the road 
surface and circumvent the cutting of ruts. 

“Travel any. road that you will,” says the 
correspondent— 


“and you will see that the public drives’ 
in the same track instead of driving all 
over the road, consequently, there is soon 
two ruts made in the road. Regardless 
of the kind of surfacing used in the con- 
struction of the road, it would surprise 
you how soon these ruts appear. Even 
‘then they continue to drive in this rut 
until it becomes impassable, and in road 
maintenance a rut is the hardest of all 
to patch and make like new again. To 
illustrate: On a weli-graded curve on 
the Dixie highway in this county the sur- 
faced road is ALL wearing alike, for the 
reason that different drivers take this 
curve at different speeds, from ten to 
fifty miles per hour. The fast ones . 
hug the inside, the medium fast ones 
drive the middle, and the conservative 
ones @rive on the outside to give the 
speeders a right-of-way. On the straight- 
away at each end of the curve they ALL 
drive in the same track, making a rut. 
Yet they would all tell you that they ap- 
préeciated good roads.” 


- There is sound logic and reason in this 
-gimple suggestion; and it points a way by 


out inconvenience, or cost either in money 
or time, render a distinct service to the com- 
munity in the perpetuation of the highways. 

When wheel after wheel scurries over the 


| same track, day after day and week after 


week, it stands to reason that the surface, 
regardless of its toughness, will eventually 
yield to the attrition and a rut will be 
formed. And a rut, as Mr. Boaz truthfully 
says, is infinitely harder and more expensive 
to repair than is a hole. 

Just a little care upon drivers’ part—the 
exercise of a little thought for the interests 
and happiness of the general public—would 
in most cases prevent the cutting of ruts in 
the highways and aid materially in keeping 
them in repair. 


GERMANY’S POWER WANES. 


Facts and data just made public by the 
French official staff regarding Germany’s 
military strength, now, as compared with 
that at previous periods of the war, only 
confirms and gives numerical form to a fact 
that has been plainly evident for many 
months, i. e., that Germany’s power attained 
its zenith just before Verdun, and that since 
the battle of the Marne it has been gradu- 
ally waning. 

This decadence has been especially ap- 
parent during the last few months, and that 
it is having its effect upon the kaiser’s mili- 
tary machine and upon the morale of the 
army is shown by-the gradual slackening of 
its resistance and by statements of prison- 
ers who fall into Anglo-French hands, grate- 
ful to be out of the hopeless slaughter. 

Not since the Germans were stopped 
almost at the very gates of Paris have they 
gained any material ground on the western 
front. Conversely, they have been beaten 
back, step by step, day by day, despite oc- 
casiona] desperate spasmodic offenses into 
which they have thrown the last ounce of 
their power. 

They have been given no breathing spell, 
no “rest, between rounds’ in which to re- 
cuperate their strength, but have been 
pounded, pounded, day and night in a never- 
ending bombardment punctuated at intervals 
by charges, which invariably have resulted 
in net territorial gain for the Anglo-French 
forces. Their losses in men—killed, wound- 
ed and taken prisoner—and in munitions 
and equipment have been tremendous. 

For a time, while the war was young and 
the kKaiser’s immense storehouses of fight- 
ing material were still intact, and while 
there were millions of soldiers and potential 
soldiers in reserve to draw from, Germany 
could stand this and keep heart; but that 
day has gone. And no one realizes this 
more fully than do the German war lords 
themselves. Hence their repeated overtures 
for peace while their position is still such 
as to command weighty .onsideration at a 
peace conference. : 

Those ,very peace proposals, however, 
but serve to reveal the enemy’s weakness 
and supply renewed assurance of ultimate 
complete victory on the part of the allies. 
They prove that democracy’s triumph now 
is near—that it is a matter only of keeping 
up the incessant offensive, because Ger- 
many is bound, by the very laws of nature, 
eventually to give way under the attrition, 
and disintegrate as stone yields to the con- 
stant dropping of water. 

And the United States army has not yet 
fired a shot! 


HOW SHIPPERS HELP. 


The railroads of the country have come 
in for a large amount of well-merited praise 
since war was declared, for the manner in 
which they have universally, willingly and 
without a day’s unnecessary delay, placed 
their entire equipment and resources at the 
disposal of the federal government for the 
furthering of the country’s war enterprises, 
and completely and patriotically subor- 
dinated their own interests to the nation’s 
needs and welfare. 

They, without exception, have pooled 
their equipment and facilities for the period 
of the war, and, under the general direction 
of the railroads’ war board, an integral part 
of the general organization for national de- 
fense, they are being operated to all intents 
and purposes as one great transportation 
corporation. 

This has resulted in a vast saving to the 
government in ‘the moving of troops, sup- 


plies and the tremendous amount of lumber 


and materials for the construction of the 
nation’s various training camps in an unh- 


precedentedly short space of time, and at 


the same time it has meant a saving to the 
public-at-large because it has enabled the 
different carriers to greatly curtail loss of 
time and waste of storage space in the 
transportation of private consignments of 
freight. 

Recently The Constitution editorially con- 
gratulated the railroads upon the “lessons” 
they have learned through this co-operative 
System, in how to eliminate needless waste 
of space in the loading of freight cars, the 
storage of ireight in warehouses, etc. But 
now we have it on no less an authority than 
a railroad president himself that the praise 
for this belongs not altogether to the rail- 
road companies. 

The shippers, this man says in all fair- 
ness, are themselves really entitled to a 
large part of the credit. 

“Indeed,” he says— 


“I am free to say to you that in my 
opinion the original reasons for low car- 
load minima have been losing their force, 
and it has simply taken the shock of 
war to reveal this fact, and the credit 
for the splendid showing which has so 
far been made in the matter of increased 
car loading is due to the shippers them- 
selves, through their recognition of this 
fact, as evidenced by their ready willing- 
ness to load cars far more heavily than 
they have done in the past.”

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HEALTH TALKS 


FOOD FOR THE DELICATE CHILD. 

Nothing is more obsolete than “allopathy.” 

There was an antique theory that what a 
child hated was necessarily very good for. 
his health; castor oil, for instance. And 
naturally craved was necessarily 
harmful to his metabolism; sugar especially. 
’ 
Grandma was and still is the greatest allo- 
path in the business. That's why the poor 
children have toe be punished with castor 
oll and threatened with worms and stomach 
trouble for fulfilling the natural craving for 
Sugar. Even some of the senior medical 
advisers were wont to agree with grandma 
in her allopathism. Why, once on a time 
doctors actually accepted the epithet, 
allopath—but that was in a benighted age. 
There still various paths, in school and 
in practice, but no allopath any more. That 
18, no educated physician acknowledges the 
epithet. KEducation removes it. 

More than half the solid substance, the 
nutritive matter, in a baby’s natural food 
IS Sugar--milk sugar. Sugareis the most 
digestible and perhaps the most concentrated 
and strengthening food known. Children 
normally crave a generous amount of it 
and should have it. But not at all hours. 
The sugar should be taken at regular meal 
hours or in some form of dessert, such as 
pure candy. Sugar taken before other food 
tends to destroy the natural appetite. People 
who habitually eat too much and don’t know 
how to restrain the abnormally hearty ap- 
petite may accomplish the deed by eating a 
little Sugar or a few pieces of candy shortly 
before sitting down to gorge. 

Another food element which growing 
children demand in comparatively larger 
amounts than adults do, is fresh meat. Many 
adults, in fact, the majority of adults whose 
work is not very strenuous, do better in 
every way on a diet which includes very 
little animal protein: but the growing child 
must have fresh meat at least three times 
a week; it is essential for the process of 
growth. 

Children more than grownups require the 
mineral elements of natural foods. There- 
fore let the children have the cleanest, most 
wholesome milk the market affords, and 
feed them whole cracked corn, whole seed 
wheat, brown or unpolished rice, and plain 
rolle® oats.

relief by clearing up that cause. But most- 
cases of fits are certainly not due to such 
a cause. In your case [I advise a fluoro- 
scopic (X-ray) study of the digestion of a 
bismuth test meal, and if any mechanical 
obstruction or other cause of _ intestinal 
stasis is found, its treatment, by surgery 
if necessary. You should eat but two meals 
a day, largely of vegetables, whole cereals, 
fruits. Once a week. vou should take suffi- 
cient salts to produce three or four watery 
evacuations. You must carefully avoid 
takine alleged liver and bowel remedies. 
Possibly ductless gland treatment by your 
physician would help considerably.

SHORTAGE IN COAL 


Washington, October 11.—Fxistence 
ef a general coal Shortage was ad- 
mitted tonight by the geological sur- 
vey, which attributes the situation not 
to the failure of producers to do their 
best, but to the unprecedented de- 


mand. 

“The tremendous increase in manu- 
facturing and transportation activity 
this year,” said a statement issued, 


“has created a demand for soft coal 
fn excess of any in the past, an in- 
crease in demand that is difficult to 
measure in terms of tons, but that is 
certainly mere than the 10 per cent 
by which production has increased. 
To meet this demand the operators 
have been mining coal at a rate never 
before equalled. 

“The shortage is not due to the fall- 
ure of the soft coal mines to produce 
more coal than in the past, for the 
country on September 1 was about a 
month ahead of last year in output, 
and is expected to finish this year with 
an increase of 10 per cent over 1916, 
the banner year, and 25 per cent over 
1915. ‘ 
“In the second week of July, 1917, 
the average daily production was more, 
than 1,900,000 toms, the highest point 
yet attained; in the middle of August 
the lowest rate for the summer, 1,655,- 
000 tons, was recorded; and in the last 
ef September the daily rate was l,- 
$23,000 tons.” 

The fuel administration's first move 
toward a general apportionment of 
coal was made tod@ay in an order di- 
recting that mines along the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad system supply under a 
pro rata plan all the ccal the road 
needs. Later other roads will be sup- 
lied in the same fashion, and the final 
ntention is to distribute coal among 
domestic users and industries where it 
is most essential. 

The fuel administration tcday an- 
mounced an upward revision of coal 
prices in certain outlying districts of 
Kentucky, Tennessee and Virginia. 

In Virginia prices in some districts 
are raised from $2 to $2.40 for run of 
mine coal. In eastern Tennessee prices 
in five counties are raised from $2.30 
to $2.40 for run of mine coal. In Ken- 
tucky prices in several districts were 
raised from $1.95 to $2.40 for run of 
mine coal. 

This was the first revision of coal 
prices which, when set, were announc- 
ed as tentative, and follows represen- 
tation by both operators and miners 
that an upward revision was impera- 
tive to meet demands for increases in 


conditions in the fields 
named.” said the announcement, “are 
exceptional and do not affect the 
rices heretofore fixed by the presi- 
ent in the principal bituminous 
fields.

Bunting decided the game; failure to 
bunt destroyed the chances of the 
White Sox. They had the chance to 
get the aemp. on Schupp, and failed to 
accept it. hey had another chance 
and wrecked it by failure to bunt. 
Then, under the strain of the combat, 
the White Sox blew up. She A blew 
hard late in the game and finished, 
still fighting, but groggy, and the two 
teams departed for the west with 
honors and dishonors even. 


Kauff in Hero Role. 


B. Kauff, who was racing with 
Heinie Zim for the dub prize, deserted 
that post and shoved Robertson off 
the hero niche for two day sat least. 
It was Ben's terrific wallop to center 
that broke the ice and gave the Giants 
their first run. Perhaps that wallop 
also upset the confidence of Urban 
Faber. His drive was the first thing 
that looked like a hit the Giants man- 
aged to get off the camouflage blond 
of the White Sox. 

But while wallops and heroes are in-
